As it was Sunday, I 
did not witness their labors, but attended ou their 
religious services morning und afternoon in the 
School room, at which an order and attention 
were exhibited by one hundred boys from the 
most unpromising condition, which would be 
quite an example for many of our City congrega- 
tions ; and which filled me with agreeable sur- 
prise. 

The house containing this room is very large ; 
strongly and compactly built of brick, exeeeding- 
ly well planned ; and the apartments capscious 
and commodious. I was strongly impressed with 
the view of the perfect order and neatness every- 
where pervading all the arrangements ; and when 
I was informed that these are sustained by the 
action of the boys themselves, I could not but 
reflect on the great advantage of these early im- 
posed habits of order and economy, always so 
intimately connected with moral festrictions. 
The elevated position of this edifice gives it a 
commanding and beautiful view of the surround- 
ing Harbor, and the fresh breezes that play 
around it, so different from the hot exhalations of 
the City, are highly conducive to health ; indeed 
owing to the salubrious situation of the place, 
the regular and simple diet, athletic Jabors, and 
daily ablutions of the pupils, sickness, I am told, 
is searcely known on the Island. 

The instructions given are also warthy of equal 
commendation ; the exercises I heard and the 
books shown to me, convinced me that the at- 
tainments of the pupijs here would compare fa- 
vorably with those of most of our more favored 
schools of the City. Everything bore witness to 
the good judgment, faithfulness and attention of 
the Superinteadent and his family. 

Now it appears to me, that the triple design 
of drawing orphan youth from the corrupting 
vagraney of the City; of imparting te them 
religious and seientifie education, and inuring 
them to economical and productive labor, so 
snecessful in the present experiment, is really 
one of the greatest moral advancements of the 
age, and worthy of far more public attention 
than has hitherto been given to it. I am not

M. de Zinguy, a Legitimist, proposed that all 

the articles in the newspapers should be signed 

| by their authors, under penalty of a fine of 500f. 
| for the first contravention, and of 1000f. for 
jevery repetition of the offence ; and that for any 
|ease of false signature, the editor should be sub- 
| jeet to a fine of 1000f., and to imprisonment for 
jsix months. This amendment which, as it is 
| known to every one that is at all acquainted with 
the mechanism of journals, it is impossible to 
put into execution, was opposed with great vigor 
by the members of the committee; but after a 
|¥ery vielent and stormy debate, a division was 
ealled for, when, to the surprise of every one, 
the amendment was carried by a majority of 212 
to 281. 

It is impossible to describe the agitation which 
this singular vote produced on the Assembiy. 
The President was obliged to suspend the sitting, 
aud the members formed themselves into groups. 
and appeared to discuss the matter ameng them- 
selves with great animation. The amendment 
of M de Zinguy singularly compromises the defin- 
ituve vote on the whole bill, as it is very probable 
Urat the majerity will see the absurdity of euch 
a decision, and will hesitate to it. 

After an interval of half an hour the sitting 
was resumed, and it then appeared that the com- 
mittee had already determined, if ible, to 
get rid of the embarrassment by a side-wind. 
at once proposed a paragraph to the effect that 
the signature should be attached to the original 
manuscript of the article, but that it should not 
nvcessirily be published in the newspapers.

Buildings Burned. The steamship Crescent

Immediate measures were taken to organize 
an efficient fire department, and supply water 
fur future emergencies. 





Surpwreck ano Loss or Lire.—The Ship 
Elizabeth (of Portland) Capt. Banks, from Leg- 
horn, last from Gibraltar, went ashore on Friday 
last, on Fire Island, four miles east of the light 
house on Long Island, and beeame a total wreck. 
She had a eargo of marble, also a statue of the 
Hon. John C. Calhoun, which was alse lost, to- 
gether with eight lives. 

Portions of the wreck are strewn along the 
beach for two miles. ‘There were on board five 
cabin passengers, and eighteen men belonging 
to the ship. Five of the crew perished with all 
the passengers, whose names could not be ascer- 
tained, except Henry Sumner of Boston. Cap- 
tain Hasty died at Gibraltar, of small pox. The 
Elizabeth had a full cargo of marble, vil, paint- 
ings and other articles. 

It is stated that among the passengers lost, 
were the Marchioness D Ossaly—formerly Mar- 
garet Fuller—busband and child. The budy of 
the child has been found ; the others have not. 


Particulars of the Wreck.—About six o'clock, 
the mate and most of the crew floated ashore on 
pieces of the wreck and were saved. About 
seven o'clock, Mr. H. Sumner of Buston, one of 
the passengers, jumped overboard with the inten- 
tion of swimming ashore probably, but it is sup- 
posed that he was injured by floating portions of 
the wreck, for he soon disappeared and was not 
seen again. 

The wreck lay abeut six hundred yards from 
the shore, and the surf was running very high, 
so that it was made impossible to Tt any as- 
sistance to these on board. About two o'clock 
on Friday afiernoon, the gale and the breakers 
increased, and the ship began to break up, and 
in filleen miautes not a vestige of her was to be 
seen. At the time the wreck broke up, five of 
the crew, the marquis D°Ossoli, Celesta Paulina, 
a Reman lady, and the child, still alive, remain- 
ed on the forecastle—the Marchioness D’Ossoli 
having been previously drowned in the fore- 
castle. Several of the persons were seen strug- 
giingin the water among the pieces of the 
wreck, and two of the sailors were d on 
shore alive. Another sailor and the child soon 
came ashore, but both dead. The child was tak- 
en to a house about a mile from the wreck, and 
buried on Monday. About an hour after, the 
body of Celesta Paulina was picked up half a 
mile east of the wreck, but life entirely extinct.

In Philadelphia city a vast number of trees lay 

prostrate alter the gale, and during its continu- 
ance several houses were unreofed, chimneys 
blown down, and avarly all the walls yet stand- 

ing in the burnt district levelled to the ground. 
On the Schuylkill river the rise of the water 
was fearfully rapid, carrying away many bridges 
and dams, and causing the loss of sixteen lives, 
so far as reported. 

At New York city the storm set in about ten 
o'clock, and continued with great violence 
through the whole mght. The rain fell in tor- 
rents, and a very high wind prevailed all the 
time. Much damage was done in various parts 
of the city and among the shipping at the 
wharves. The steamer A. H. Schuitz. running 
between New York and Cedar Grove, with forty 
passengers up beard, was on Ler passage down, 
driven by the gale broadside on the beach, Most 
of the passengers were women and children, but 
all fortunately were saved by the great exertion 
of the people on the shore who, in some instan- 
ces, were upto their necks inthe surf. The boat 
lies on the beach a perfect wreck. 

On shore, in almost every quarter, the injury 
was very great. ‘Trees, buildingwalls, chimneys, 
awning posts, &c., came tumbling down in 
general confusion, and along the wharves the 
water rose so as to overflow vearly all the 
cellars in the neighborhood. Such was also the 
case in Brooklyn, Williamsburg and other places 
near by. 

The steamer Penobscot from New York to 
Philadelphia was obliged to put back when about 
50 miles from the former city, and for several 
hours was i iperteeweee changer wf fuurdering.

“T wish you could look into our little village, 
and see what a picture of desolation it presents. 
Yesterday (Friday, the 19th) we were visited 
with the greatest freshet ever known in this part 
of the a The rain poured in torrents. 
At neon the Dog river wasas high 1s last Spring's 
freshet ; but still no danger was apprehended till 
the middle of the afternoon. At that time the 
men who lived at this side of the nver, began to 
fear for the new foot bridge, and chained 1t up to 
trees on each side. Atsix o'clock the water 
was three or four feet in the read. From that 
time the water continued to pour in very rapidly, 
ull it was over a man’s head in the road in front 
ofour house. When the cellar of our house got 
full, my husband took me on his shoulders and 
carried me to a neighbor's house. 

All the bridges far and near have taken their 
departure ; among them the one on this street, 
the foot bridge, and the one by the post-office. 
The railroad bridge stood ; but all the others 
anywhere near here on the road are washed 
away. It will cost the corporation a nice little 
sum to get all straight again. y have not 
even reese inte to start an engine to-day. The 
* Governor’ has lost all bis trout and sturgeon. 
The water poured down there in a perfect tor- 
rent. It carried away the fence and made a gul- 
ley thirty feet wide and six deep all the way 
from the pond, by the tavern, taking ths little 
park with it tothe river. They thought one 
time last night that the tavern and block adjoin- 
ing would go down stream, but they yet remain. 
There were but two buildings carried away, but 
several were tipped over. ‘Take it altogether it 
was a very serions time, and has done a great 
deal of damage.”’

After deny- 
ing that the evidence on the partof the govern- 
ment was sofficient to prove that the prisoner 
killed Dr. Parkman at all, the counsel took 
zround that if in any event the jury should come to 
the conclusion that he did kill bit, then the cir- 
umstanees of the case were such as to satisfy 
them that the killing could not have been premed- 
itated, but was the result ofan unexpected con- 
flict hetween the parties, and of sudden passion. 
This posiion he endeavored to maintain by an 
ingenious and powerful appeal to the jury. The 
case was closed on the part of the Common- 
wealth by the Attorney General, by an address 
of singular point and effect. After the Attorney 
General had finished his argument, the Court in- 
formed the prisoner that he bad the right, which 
he might exercise or not, as he pleased, to make 
such remarks to the jay as he saw fit.

He narrated 
what the prisoner declared to be the manner of 
killing, and described miuutely the modee and 
process in which the body of Dr. Parkman was 
disposed of afier death. 

‘The prisoner alleges that the ** single blow 
with a stick of wooed two feet long and two 
inches thick” by which Dr. Parkman was 
killed, was given by him in a moment when 
6 he was excited to the highest degreeof pas. 
sion,” and ** while Dr. Parkman was speaking 
and gesticulating in the most violent and men- 
acing manner, thrusting the letter and his fist
